AXARCHISTS. 


The decision of the supreme court of 


Illinois, Bnetaining the decisions ot tho 
trial court in the case of the Chicago an 
arohists, meets with a hearty endorse 
ment by all classes wbo behove m the 
American idea of government. Tho con- 
demned have a faint hope in the supram6 


court of the United States to which trib- 
unal the case will now be appealed. 


The decision o! the Illinois court, a 


brief 
mention 
ot 
which 
was an- 


nounced in last evening's Gazette, will 
be found in full on the second page ot 
this paper. .Reviewing this decision, the 
Chicago Times tralyeay*: '-This IB the 
second and final decree of justice, affirm- 
ing tho integrity of a righteous law, and 
of faithful ministers of the law, and de- 
tormining that the law which hi» been 
made for tho protection o! society shall 
be executed for the protection of society. 


"There is in the reala ot the finite no 


other possible way of existence, Either 
men must live in the social state or they 
must cease to live, atd tbe fundamental 
condition of their life in society is the 
respect of each for the lives of all. 
Whoso violates this condition of exis- 
tence forfeits the right to exist. 
The 


human law that sanctions the extermi- 
nation of (he assaesin is bnt the appli- 
cation ot the divine law that has made 
the life in society tbe only possible life 
of man on the earth, 


Hardly in any civilized land is therein 


the archieves of crime any moraonal of a 
more wicked and horrible violation ot 
tho condition of everj man'n right to ex- 
ist than the Haymarket tmtcbery, com- 
mitted in Chicago, Mty 4, 188G, by the 
malefactors that are now waiting for the 
hour of their righteous extermination, 
and by confederates whom justice h»a 
not overtaken. Joined with others in a 
conspiracy to destroy life and property, 
they proceeded by methods both secret 
and open to prepare the way for the exe- 
cution of their hellish purpose. No 
restatement 
of

facts 
that 


marked 
the 
cjurae 
of 
their 


crime 
from its inception 
through 


tho vtrious stages 
of tho instigation 


and promotion up to the fatal event is 
necessary. The circumstances are st'll 
fresh m the memory of Chicago, of Amsr 
ioa, of the civilized world, all of whom 
have been watching this case with the 
Mjterest that civilization inevitably reali- 
se wheh meuanoed with destruction by 
barbarians. Tho proofs were positive, 
overwhelming, conclusive of the faat.that 
these condemned assassins wern the prin- 
cipal persons who conspired to commit 
and Incited, encouraged, aided, promo- 
ted and abetted thft commission of the 
anarchist butchery in the Haymarket. 


Tbo sggregate loss of life by Hie de- 


struction ot places ot amusement IK. 
been appalling, as shown by the returns 
gathered by the French Statistical soci- 
ety, and published in the aarly part or 
last year. During the period covered by 
these returns—which 
embraced th- 


wbole civilized world and included 133 
years—632 theatres had been destroyed 
by fire, and the number of victims waB 


6.E73, or an average of 48 B year, which, 
when the vast number of playgoers is 
taKen into account, does not asein a very 
ecormouR sacrificial 
tribute 
to ihe 


god of pleasure. But the average does 
not represent the true state ot the oate, 
tor tho sum-total of lives annually lost 
has progressed uniformly (with the ex- 
ception of the year 1845, when 1,670 per- 
ished with the theatre at Canton) till it 
reached as high as 1.P17 for the decade 
1870-80. Moreover, of the 632 theater?, 
no fewer thsn 174 wore burned duricg 
the five years from 1881 to 1885 iriclusn e 
It is true, of course that the number o! 
theaters and of those Tho have attended 
them has ot late years tremendously in- 
creased, and so to a certain extent has 
the care which provides agahst Sre and 
loss of life; bnt the latter bears no sort 
of proportion to the former, whereas it 
should at least bo equivalent.

Ducks of 
every variety and in numbers that almost 
obscure tho sun, when tho quacking triba 
rise between it a:id the observer, frequent 
thoso lakes and can be shot at either en 
masse or in line, as tho hunter may elect. 
There is the canvas-bock duck-without 
question tbo finest that Hies, as Tvoll as the 
lamest and Kamost—tho redhead, but littlo 
interior to tho canvas-back: tbo mallard, 
bluo and green winged tea'.s. the wood 
duck, doiiciously tender; tho p:n-tail, 
which foods on tho chincapin, and any 
other number of ducks, from the rarest to 
the tougbestand most hardened. Of other 
birds adjacent to the lakes there are snipe, 
plover ' curlews, kildocs, sandpipers, and 
othor select varieties. Hero, unlike in 
Florida, the hunter has not to go miles to 
find an egg to make his esg-r-og .Darkies' 
cabins are everywhere on hand m Caddo 
Parish, and there is no darky's cabin with- 
out a supply of eggs. 
"The lakes swarm with fish, which readi- 


ly answer to bait or fly, and so nro caught 
in great numbers and with but littlo 
trouble. The most common varieties aro 
the cassqjargard, cat and buffalo, but 
tbere is an abundance of perch and trout— 
tLe latter might bo correctly classified as 
l,ass—which are rotailed in tho Shroveport 
market-house or shipped to other points, 
and vield an estimated income oJ from 
$10,000 to $20,000. Bass fishing is the most 
exciting, and with many is considered ft 
more sublime amusement than base-ball 
playing, especially in hot weathor. 
In 


theso beautiful lakes a lethargy never 
falls upon the birds or fishes, and the 
sportsman is invaribly the first to give 
out." 
This is ouly in one district. Every part 


of tho State has its social advantages, 
each distinct from tbe other. A^hen tho 
sportsman tiros of lake flshiug and duc^- 
shooting, he can go to tho coast and anglo 
for sea fishes and shoot deer near the salt 
marshes. Bear and panthers are also to
